HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 16. Early this 


morning fiie was discovered In the San 
Jaclnto boarding house, Franklin and 
ilaclnto streets, and before the flames 
were gotten under control two llvea and 
probably four, were lost and $&00,000 
worth of property destroyed. 


The flames quicklv spread 
to St. 
Joseph's Catholic Infirmary in Franklin 
iw en no and despite the efforts of the 
llremen the building wus totally de- 
stroyed. Two sisters of the Institute, 
5amed Jane and Dordel, perished In the 


urulng building. Two patients who 


were, dying In the upper story of the 
dormitory are missing and it is fearqd 
that they were burned to death. Another 
sister, na^med Clothllde, was frightfully 
burned about the head and shoulders. Ic 
U believed^he will recover. From 8t. 
Joseph's infirmary the flames epread tb 
Alexander's boarding house and thence 
to the adjoining stores. The lire lasted 
from 2 45 to 4 ,10 and in that time de- 
atrojcd over a dozen buildings.
